WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate has again adopted a 
proposal calling for uniform en- 
forcement 
of school 
deseg- 


regation in the North as well as 
the South but there is dispute 
about what it means. 


The amendment by Sen. John 


Stennis, D-Miss., was written 
into a $1.5 billion school deseg- 
regation bill Thursday by a 44- 
34 vote. 


Some critics said the provi- 


sion was meaningless because 
it carried no implementation 
machinery. 


Other foes said the amend- 


ment undoubtedly would be wa- 
tered down in a conference 
with the House. This happened 
last year when the identical 
language was adopted on anoth- 
er education bill. 


Some Dixie senators made it 


clear they hoped enactment of 
the amendment 
would ease 


pressure on the South by trans- 
ferring some of the govern- 
ment's desegregation efforts to 
the North.

Dayjight 
Saving Begins 
on Sunday

It's almost time to spring for- 


ward 
again—for 
watches, 


clocks and other timekeepers. 


All clocks in the 46 states are 


to be pushed forward Sunday 
one hour for Daylight Savings 
Time. Michigan and Hawaii 
will ignore it, as will small 
pockets of Arizona and Indiana. 


The Federal Uniform Time 


Act of 1966 provides that all 
states observe DST from 2 a.m. 
the last Sunday of April until 2 
a.m. the last Sunday of Octo- 
ber. The law also permits a 
state legislature to exempt the 
state. 


Hawaii, 
Michigan, Indiana 


and Arizona have taken advan- 
tage of that provision. Twelve 
counties in Indiana, however, 
will switch from Central Stand- 
ard Time to Central Daylight 
Time to bring the state's clocks 
to the same hour. The rest of 
the state will remain on East- 
ern Standard Time. 


In Arizona, the huge Navajo 


Indian reservation will go to 
Daylight time, while the Hopi 
reservation—within the Navajo 
reservation—will 
remain 
on 


Standard time as will the rest 
of the state. 


Georgia has no legitimate ex- 


ceptions to the Unifrom Time 
law, but state Rep. Dorsey

to recognize Daylight 


Savings. He claims it's "Un-

Signals 
for Cancer 


"A Caution signal in one's body 


should get at least the same 
respect as a highway warning 
sign," Dr. J.W. Branch of the 
Hope American Cancer Society 
stated today. 


Dr. Branch issued an appeal 


for all citizens of Hope to 
familiarize themselves with 
cancer's Seven Warning Signals 
in connection with the annual 
ACS educational and 
fund- 


raising crusade which began 
April 1. "The first letters of the 
singals spell the word 'Caution," 
Dr. Branch said and listed them 
as: 


Change in bowel or bladder 


habits 


A sore that does not heal 
Unusual bleeding or discharge 
Thickening or lump in breast 


or elsewhere 


Indigestion of difficulty 
in 


swallowing 


Obvious change in wart or 


mole 


Nagging cough or hoarseness 
"If you discover a signal, see 


your physician," Dr. Branch 
advised. 


"There are people right here in 


Hope leading normal active lives 
who are among the 1,500,000 
Americans alive today who have 
been cured of cancer," he said. 
"They are alive because of early 
detection and prompt treat- 
ment." 


"This is the message of con- 


cern and hope we bring this 
year," Dr. Branch said. "But 
each of us must do his or her part 
by being alert. Cancer cures 
don't come by magic." 


Dr. Branch said that three 


decades ago "fewer than one out 
of five cancer patients was being 
saved. Today it's one in three. 
But if the message of the need for 
early diagnosis and treatment 
gets home to everyone we could 
save one out of two." 


For example he said the 


uterine cancer death rate has 
dropped nationally about 50 
percent in a generation. "This 
decline was due in part to use of 
the Pap test which can reveal 
cancer of the uterine-cervix 
before it begins to spread and is 
highly curable at this stage." 


"This year we're emphasizing 


alertness and caution," Dr. 
Branch said. "Help yourself with 
a checkup and others with a 
check."

failed to pay off. 


That and other miscalculations 


cost the jobs of Richard Zanuck 
as president and production 
chief of 20th Century-Fox and 
Darryl F. Zanuck as chief exec- 
utive officer. 


Today not a single camera 


turns at the studio which the el- 
der Zanuck founded in 1935. 
The commissary is closed, and 
anxious employees are awaiting 
word of the future from a new 
management. 


The plight of 20th Century- 


Fox, which lost $102.5 million in 
the past two years, is the most 
dire example of the general 
malaise that has struck the 
film industry. Its woes received 
national attention recently with 
a conference at the Western 
White House where President 
Nixon met with industry lead- 
ers to discuss industry prob- 
lems and possible relief. 


The San Clemente conference 


caused many citizens to wonder 
why the movie business has 
gone sour and why so many ac- 
tors and technicians are out of 
work and why so few films are 
being made in the United 
States. 


Americans have more leisure 


time and money than ever, and 
the nation's youth have adopted 
films as their "thing." Yet the 
industry is ailing. Nixon was 
told that only three film com- 
panies made a profit last year. 
Only one movie out of five re- 
pays its backers. 


The industry's woes began in 


1948. 
That was the year that 


the United States decreed film 
studios had to get rid of their 
theater holdings for antitrust 
reasons. Thus producers could 
no longer be assured of playing 
time for their movies. 


Television also 
began 
en- 


croaching on the movies' do- 
main in 1948. Within a few 
years, television replaced films 
as the nation's popular enter- 
tainment. 


Hit by rising labor costs in 


Hollywood, 
film 
companies 


sought 
relief 
abroad. 
They 


found it. 


"The three major film-mak- 


ing countries in Europe—Eng- 
land, Italy 
and France—all 


have subsidies that make it at- 
tractive to shoot over there," 
says producer M.J. Frankovich, 
who attended the Nixon confer- 
ence. "In fact, every film-mak- 
ing country does it—except the 
United States. 


The lure of overseas filming 


can be seen in the recent pro- 
duction chart. Twenty-three 
American-financed films were 
being shot in Europe, Africa, 
Israel, Mexico and Canada. 
Seven films were being made 
outside California, from Ocala, 
Fla., to Chicago. 


Twenty were in production on 


real-life locations around Los 
Angeles; most of these were 
small-budget 
independents. 


Only one major movie, "Skin 
Game" with James Garner was 
filming at a major studio. 


Critics of the new morality in 


films claim that the movie in- 
dustry brought on at least part 
of its troubles by alienating the 
family audience. 


"There is a lot of logic in 


that," admits Charlton Heston, 
president of the Screen Actors 
Guild. "We may well have 
fragmented the audience by 
making movies for increasingly 
divergent tastes." He cited the 
decline of weekly film attend- 
ance from a high of 80 million 
20 years ago to the present 17.5 
million, adding ruefully, "We'll 
never see those days again."

decline, the industry was fur-

The impact 
of the order was explained by 
John Lehners, head of the AFL 
Film Council: 


"The networks lost 10% hours 


of programming. Divided into 
half-hour 
shows, that would 


mean the loss of 21 series. The 
minimum crew of a television 
series is 35 people. So the FCC 
order meant a potential of 700 
jobs down the drain. 


"Not 
only have those jobs 


been lost. The networks have 
also cut back on the orders for 
new shows and are running 
more repeats. That also means 
the loss of work time."

The bidding is straightfor- 


ward. North doesn't bother 
with his six-card club suit 
because his ace and jack 
don't indicate any slam pos- 
sibilities. 


South wins the spade lead 


in dummy. He has no choice. 
Then he looks longingly at 
that six-card club suit, but 
sees thai there is just about 
no chance to do anything 
with it. Then where can he 
get nine tricks? 


He starts with two spades, 


two hearts, a club and some 
diamonds'.. If he can bring in 
all four diamonds he will 
have his nine. If not he will 
be down one. 


How does he go about get- 


ting four diamond tricks? 
One way is to slap the ace 
on the table. If the singleton 
king drops he will be home. 
A better way is to finesse 
against the king so he must 
lead a diamond from dum- 
my. 


Which one should he lead? 
The answer is the nine. If 


the king covers, well and 
good. If the king doesn't 
cover he repeats the finesse 
with the jack and plays the 
10 f r o m his h a n d . This 
makes it possible for him to 
lead diamonds from dummy 
for the third time. Mad he 
started by playing the jack 
he would not have been able 
to repeat the finesse the 
third time and East would 
have saved his king.

quacks next to the border 
who have victimized individ- 
uals with arthritis, because 
there is so little that can be 
done to help these people. 


Sometimes medicines are 


given 
that 
clo make 
the 


patient feel better, but which 
may be harmful when taken 
over long periods of time. An 
example of this is some of 
the hormones that have been 
used. OccasionallyrlpnFnuM.es 
are useful iri's'efeciedTOrmS 
of arthritis, but a competent 
physician 
in 
the 
United 


States would know when this 
would be indicated. 


I believe you would be 


much better off to have a 
family physician. You can re- 
view your problem with him 
and under no circumstance 
should you go to some un- 
known, strange 
physician, 


particularly 
in a 
foreign 


country who has some mi- 
raculous cure, without your 
doctor's recommendation. 


This is the only safe way 


I know to stay out of the 
hands of quacks who could 
actually harm your health.

SAIGON (AP) - A flight of 


American fighter-bombers at- 
tacked North Vietnamese an- 
tiaircraft batteries 
125 miles 


south of Hanoi Thursday after 
the Communists fired on a re- 
connaissance plane apparently 
attempting 
to photograph a 


MIG air base, U.S. military 
spokesmen said. 


It was the fifth so-called pro- 


tective reaction strike inside 
North Vietnam this week, the 
most in a five-day period since 
the American halt in the bomb- 
ing of the North on Nov. 1, 
1968. The command earlier this 
week had announced four pro- 
tective reaction strikes over 
North Vietnam, and two raids 
against antiaircraft defenses in 
Laos, just across the North 
Vietnamese border. 


The strike Thursday was 185 


miles north of the demilitarized 
zone, the deepest in North Viet- 
nam since last November, a 
spokesman for the U.S. Com- 
mand said. 


Several carrier-based Navy 


fighter-bombers 
escorting the 


unarmed 
RA5 reconnaissance 


plane fired five radar-homing 
air-to-ground missiles at a clus- 
ter of North Vietnamese sur- 
face-to-air missile—SAM—sites 
and antiaircraft 
guns 
which

the reconnaissance 


plane and the escorts. 


A spokesman for the com- 


mand said two antiaircraft po- 
sitions were knockedout and all 
of the Navy planes returned 
safely after evading SAMs and 
other 
antiaircraft 
fire.

A6 Intruders and A7 Corsairs- 
were from the carriers Kitty 
Hawk and Hancock on the Ton- 
kin Gulf. 


The MIG base, Quan Lang, is 


48 miles northwest of the city 
of Vinh. 


It was the 28th protective re- 


action strike reported inside 
North Vietnam this year, four 
times as many as the U.S. 
Command announced during all 
of 1970. All have been in retali- 
ation for attacks on U.S. recon- 
naissance planes flying over 
the North or radar indications

Vietnamese 


were about to fire surface-to-air 
missiles at American planes op-

the time of the bombing halt in

In the letter to Makofsky. 


which was introduced as evi- 
dence, Gremillion wrote: 


"1 have thoroughly investigat- 


the contents in your letter 
wish to advise tiiat Savings 


Guaranty Corp. is a duly quali- 
fied surety corporation author- 
ized to do business in Louisiana, 
having met all of the require- 
ments of surety laws, and is 
completely legal in every way. 


"This 
likewise applied 
to 


Louisiana Loan & Thrift Corp., 
which is authorized to make 
loans in Louisiana. My office 
cannot find any violation of the 
law as it applies to either corpo- 
ration." 


Guglielmo told the court that 


his office concurred with a me- 
morandum from 
Gremillion's 


office on SGC being allowed to 
post only half the required de- 
posit because the law at that 
time was "ambiguous." 


The defendants are charged

Brown Dog 
Tick Poses 
Problem 


Our old tick control programs 


do not work in controlling the 
brown dog tick. The brown dog 
tick is a particular species of 
tick. It is relatively new to 
Arkansas, but has built up in 


. great numbers in several areas 


of the state. It only feeds on dogs 
and is unrelated to the lone star 
or "spotted back" tick that will 
feed on many different host 
animals, including man. The 
brown dog tick may be as 
numerous inside the house as 
outside in the yard. They are 
dropped from the dog and they 
also crawl inside hunting hiding 
places. 


Calvin J. Caldwell, county 


Extension agent, says the brown 
dog tick is typical of many ticks 
in that there are four stages in its 
life. Eggs are laid by adult 
females in well protected places, 
both inside and outside the 
house. Eggs hatch into the larvae 
called "seed ticks", which are 
very tiny. They crawl to the 
lower wall areas, or lower areas 
of fences, and buildings where 
they await the arrival of a dog. 
These attack and feed for a few- 
days to get their full meal. They 
engorge and then drop off to 
molt. They may stay in their 
hiding places for 
several 


days to months before emerging 
again as nymphs or "yearling 
ticks." At this stage, they are 
about the size of a small pin 
head. They attack and feed for 
another few days and drop off 
again and hide to molt again. 
After several days, they emerge 
as adults to feed and start a

hit all the ticks with a single 
treatment. In addition to the 
premise treatment, dogs must 
also be kept free of ticks, if the 
cycle is to be broken. 


Several materials are ef- 


fective, such as diazinon, ronnel 
(Korlan), malathion and car- 
baryl (Sevin), but none of these 
may be used alone in every in- 
stance where an insecticide is 
needed.

materials that are registered for 
use by pest control operators 
only. It may be well, in com- 
plicated infestations, to call on a 
licensed pest control operator to 
do the job.

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Gl Protest 
in Capital

WASHINGTON (AP) - After" 


a victory over the Nixon ad- f 
ministration and a silent, can- 
dlelight march on the White 
House, the Vietnam Veterans 
Against the War today began 
their final day of war protest at 
the capital. 


The veterans planned to turn 


back medals they won in com- 
bat to cap their four-day cam- 
paign, a prelude to massive an- 
tiwar rallies planned by other 
groups for the weekend. 


Thursday's 
climax 
came 


when U.S. District Court Judge 
George L. Hart lifted his ban 
against the vets sleeping on the 
Mall and lashed the adminis- 
tration for first seeking the ban 
and then failing to enforce it. 


"These men are men who 


have served their country hon- 
orably," said Asst. Atty. Gen. 
L. Patrick Gray III in explain- 
ing the administration's switch. 
He also noted that the vets 
have been orderly and peace- 
ful. 


Judge 
Hart, 
scowling and 


shouting, told Gray "this court 
feels that one equal and coordi- 
nate branch of government, the
